THE OPENING SESSION. 


In the OalltrlM to Wateh 


MM Numerous Proetvdlnf* With • 
Delighted Intsrsst — No Chine* For 


- Shewing Partiality— No Change of 


•eata In the Senate. 


1 Washington. D. C-. D«c. 3.— Next 
Monday the bail of the House of Kepre- 
tentative* will be transformed tempor- 
arily into a gambling den. The play- 
ers are limited to members of the 
House, and the game is witnessed by 
galleries crowded with amused and in- 
-terested spectators. 


•The sport -indulged In is the lottery 


for desirable seats, which occurs at the 
beginning of each new Congress. The 
scene suggests one of the great keno 
games iso openly and extensively play- 
ed in New Orleans, It abounds with 
memorable Incidents, and affords great- 
er amusement to the spectators than 
any regularly .scheduled performance 
on the Congressional calendar. 


The lottery begins after the Speaker 


has been chosen and the members are 
sworn in. The Speaker then noti- 
fies 'the members to vacate all the seats 
and retire behind ,the rail. Some boy 
is Immediately blindfolded and stands 
at the clerk's desk. The clerks have 
llje Iis,t of members before them, and 
opposite each name Is a number. The 
blindfolded boy dives Into a box and 
takes out numbered ivory balls. The 
member whose name Is opposite th* 
number first drawn has the choice of 
any seat in the hall. 


The desirable seats are those located 


near the centre aisle and well down 
toward the arena in front of the 
Speaker's desk. It frequently occurs 
that the most obscure members haw 
the luck to draw the best seats. The 
fun begins when almost all the choice 
seats are drawn, leaving prominent 
men on the anxious bench behind the 
t.yi. Impatiently wailing for their num- 
b$s to he called. Like so many school- 
boys, some of the unlucky member* 
creep Into unoccupied chairs, hoping to 
lay claim to them until their names are 
called. 
. Much to their disgust, other members 
•till In wailing call the attention of the 
Speaker to these violations of the rules 
Under which the game is being con- 
ducted, and' the offenders are hustled 
out back of the rail again. It some- 
times Jiappens that a member, after his 
name is railed, ly deciding where he 
will locate. The roll cali does not wait 
for him to complete his choice, so lie 
frequently has a race with the man 
behind him for an unoccupied desk. 


The Democrats occupy the seats to 


the right of the Speaker, the Republi- 
cans to the left, (he dividing line be- 
ing the , middle 'aisle. When the Re- 
publicans have a largo majority in the 
House many of them arc obliged to 
take seats on the Democratic side of 
the chamber, and the practice is re- 
versed when the Democrats are In the 
majority. 


When a leading Republican Is forced 


to take a seat among the Democrats 
hocause his name J8 drawn out of the 
box late, he is greeted invariably by 
such pleasantries from his associates 
as. "There ROCS a deserter over to the 
enemy's camp," "Good by, old boy: 
good by." On the other hand, the 
democrats welcome him With, "Come 
liUo camp, wandering boy," "We'll 
take you on probation," and similar 
playful remarks. 
In the last Oongrf-ss General Hen- 


derson was among the last to draw a 
•eat, nnd had 1o br contented with a 
desk near the back row on the Demo- 
cratic side. Sevein! other prominent 
^republicans, including Mr Hitt, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs. Mr. Cannon, Chairman of the 
Committee on Appropiiations, and Mr. 
U'.idsworth, of New York, formed a lit- 
'lle colony near Geneial Henderson in 
what is known in Congress as "the 
Cherokee Strip." 


It usually occupies all of the first 


legislative day of the session to swear 
in the members and complete the lot- 
tery for seats. The proceedings next 
Monday may have additional interest 
by some sensational development grow- 
ing out of the Roberts case. 


The proceedings of the session of 


the Senate on Monday will be orief, be- 
cause it has decided already to adjourn 
Immediately after meeting, in respect 
to the memory of the late Vice Presi- 
dent Hobart. There is no lottery for 
seats in the Senate. The desks are as- 
signed by the deputy sergeant-at-arms 
upon the application of Senators. The 
unwritten law Is "first come, first serv- 
ed." The Sergeant-at-arms keeps a lit- 
tle book containing the names of .all 
the Senators and Senators elgct. That 
book is regarded as one of the most 
sacred secrets of the Senate. Thus 
seats are assigned, the selection being 
known only to the Senator interested 
and the Serjeant-at-arms. until the lit- 
tle silver plate bearing the Senator's 
name is attached to the desk, if he po 
desires. Should he wish to make a 
change, he watches his chances and 
puts in a claim for the first vat ant 
chair. 


In view of the brief session of the 


Senate on Monday, there will be. prob- 
ably, a terrible crush at the House 
ning of the Capitol. Seats in the re- 
served and public galleries are already 
at a premium, and the demand in far 
in excess^ of the supply.

The jury, previous to going to the 


railroad, went to the morgue and Iftok- 
ed at the body of Mrs. Roe, wife of 
David Roe, one of the men injured In 
the wreck. Notwithstanding Mr. Roe's 
injuries, he insisted on leaving the hos- 
pital, and went with the body of hit 
wife to Warwick, N. Y., where the fu- 
neral services will be held and inter- 
ment made. 


While the railroad officials insist that 


Engineer Reardon Is to blame for the 
accident, there are those in this city 
who shift the blame to the company. 
When the new company took hold ther« 
was a man on the Van Winkle street 
crossing, where the accident occurred 
but the new management discharged 
him with others.

Root's Plan Outlined.

report of the Secretary of War, just is- 
sued, Mr. Root deals at great length 
with the problem of insular govern- 
ment.

Kimberley Waits and Watches. 


Kimberley, Nov. 27.—There were a 


few rifle shots early to-day from the 
direction of Wright's Farm, but this 
was regarded as merely one of the 
numerous Boer tricks to draw men out 
by inducing us to believe that the re- 
lieving forces are drawing near. This 
afternoon the Boers blew up two large 
culverts near the rifle butts on the rail- 
wav line toward Rpytfontein. 


The news of the proximity of the re- 


lieving forces, greatly cheers the garri- 
son and the inhabitants. A few Boers 
were seen to-day, but it is believed that 
the enemy is in only small bands 
around Kimberley, lots of fifty or so, 
the greater part having .gone to Spyt- 
fontein. where firing is believed to have 
been heard about noon. 


From Kaffir sources comes a report 


that there are two large Boer laagers 
at Olifant's Dam, with 130 wagons for 
water supply. The Boers hare cut the 
existing dam, three miles distant, al- 
lowing tho water to run down toward 
their laagers into an old dry dam on 
the farm. 
This is believed to be the 


Free State base of operations on the 
western border. 


The official estimate places the num- 


ber of Boer shells fired during the bom- 
bardment of Kimberley at about one 
thousand, and ours at no fewer than 
six hundred. As the enemy's shells so 
frequently hit soft, sandy ground, the 
explosive effect is greatly neutralized. 


All our wounded are In a very satis- 


factory condition. 
An armored train 


proceeded toward Dronfleld to recon- 
noitre, but this immediately roused the 
enemy's cordite gun, and the train re- 
turned after the fifth shell had been 
fired. The Boers are now firing on the 
reservoir fort from 'Wimbledon.

work was performed for many years 
owing to the policy formerly pursued 
by the department of concentrating all 
the construction and repair work on the 
Atlantic coast at the New York and Nor 
'oik yards. The demands upon the^e 
rards, due to the increase of the navy 
and incident to the Spanish war, made 
t advisable tu recently open the Ports- 
moutn and Boston yards for repair 
work. In pursuance of this a number 
if vessels were seiit to Portsmouth for 
extensive repairs during the past jear, 
and important improvements are now iu 
jrograss, which include a saw mill, 
roundry and a plate angle smith and 
jeam bhf>d for construction and repair; 
an electric light plant and building; two 
officers' quailers; and coal storage aud 
coal bundling plant. 


Other improvements of importance 


ire re<i'iested in the present estimates, 
and include remo<kjlmg and extending 
ho steam engineering plant; a, modem 
machine shop for the bureau oi equip- 
ment; extensions to the sewer and 
vater systems; office buildings for con- 
traction and repair, jards and dockb, 
»ud steam eugineeiing, quay walla for 
vbarhog facilities; and gtading in the 
vioiuity of tli2 dry dock The construe^ 
ion of a stcno and concrete dock of the 
irst class at this yard, which is at pres- 
ut under way, will doubtless be fol- 
owetl by a large increase m repair \ 
vorU.

aware of this fact, for they always add 
to sweet confections some bilter sub- 
stance, just as the perfumer puts imo 
perfumes of all Kinds at least a little 
musk. 


The cook tries to "lift" or "fill" the 


taste, as they say. ivist as the perfumer 
tries to do with the senso of smell, and 
as in acoustics the base drum or bass 
viol forms a kind of background for the 
tone of coloring. On the other hand, if 
a mixture is made too sweet, without 
any contrasting elements, the <uiai;ty 
of sweetness is lost sometimes, like Mil- 
ton's "darkness from excess of light." 
More than one man has been struck 
blind by a flash of lightning, and in the 
same way the sense of taste may bo 
obscured by excess of sweetness. "The 
effect of cold in redncing the intensity 
of sweetness is well known to anyone 
who has manufactured ice-cream at 
home. If you don't make the cream a 
litle too sweet before freezing, it will 
be sweet enough after tbe treeling :>ro 
cess.
